COLLEGE STUDENT 
DRAFT GUIDANCE 


A new draft ruling has 
just been issued which has 
significant application to stu- 
dents of Hartnell College hold- 
ing 2-S deferments. 

The new ruling states sim- 
ply that those men with lot- 
tery numbers drawn in De- 


cember, 1969, which are not 


are classified 1-A as of De- 
cember 31, 1970, will be 
placed in an area of lower 
exposure in 1971. 

Under the same conditions, 
a man who is 2-S as of De- 
cember 31, 1970, would be 
placed in a higher category 
and subject to greater expo- 
sure. 

The suggested solution to 
those holding 2-S deferments, 
which fall in the category set 
forth above, is to request a 
change in their classification 
from 2-S to 1-A prior to 
December 31, 1970.

MODERN SWITCHBOARD 
SPEEDS COMMUNICATION 


Since August 12, 1957, 
Hartnell College has been en- 
dowed with the same tele- 


reached for call in 1970, and Phone ‘switchboard. Now in 


1970 the college has been 
appropriated funds for a new 
Dial P.B.X. System. 

This new telephone system 
has enabled the caller to make 
intercampus and outside calls 
without having to go through 
the switchboard operator. 
There are, however, some 
phones that are restricted. 
This means any calls made 
out of campus must go 
through the switchboard. This 
is to prevent any unnecessary 
phone calls — like to New 
York! 

A need for this new tele- 
phone system stemmed from 
the problem of overcrowded 
lines in and to the college. 
A one week survey was taken 
of Hartnell’s phone calls. In 
one week there were 324 
busies, which means that 
these 324 calls were not able 
to go through because the 
Hartnell line was busy! 

Other reasons for the new 
system were: 50% of the 
operator’s time was taken in 
handling outside and inter- 
campus calls, frequent users 
had to wait as long as 15 
minutes to place a call, time 
was wasted when the caller 
had to go through the switch- 
board, and there was no room 
left for expansion since all 
possible lines were being used. 
Therefore, this old switch- 
board was considered anti- 


quated, inefficient, time-con- 
suming, inflexible, and no 
growth capacity available. 

The new switchboard has 
been a bléssifigon the poor 
operator. She is no longer 
plagued by the constant ring- 
ing of the phone. Maybe the 
old system was the reason 
for 12- different operators 
since 1957 — that’s almost 
a new one every year! 

The cost for all of this? 
Not as much as anticipated. 
The total monthly charge of 
the new system is $869.40 
per month. Installation charge 
was $3,228.00, while an ex- 
cess ‘charge of $1,081 was 
for an extra 180 feet of 
cable — the first 100 feet 
are free! 

There are 200 possible lines 
that can be used on the new 
switchboard — compared to 
the 58 lines on the old mod- 
el. However, only 99 of these 
lines are now being used, thus 
leaving room for plenty of 
expansion in the years to 
come. 


The whole process of set- 
ting up the new switchboard 
took five weeks! This did 
not bother the operator, 
though, because she is very 
pleased with the results. The 
new switchboard is a lot eas- 
ier to work, is more quiet 
than the old board, and she 
now has time to do other 
work that is more important. 

It sure looks.like Hartnell 
is coming out of the Dark 
Ages!

WEEK TO REMEMBER 


I believe that this last 
week, and the election week, 
will be talked about and ar- 
gued by political scientists 
for many a year to come.
